2. Claims 1, 2, 5 - 10, 13, 14, 17 -22, 25, 26, and 29-34 have been cancelled. 

3. Claims 3. 4, 11, 12, 15, 16, 23, 24, 27, 28, 35, and 36 are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
claimed invention distinguishes over the prior art for following reasons. 

The independent claims 3,1 1, 15, 23, and 20 are allowable over the art of record 
and none of the references either alone or in combination, discloses or renders obvious 
an system and method for synchronizing client computer with server by generating a 
local server clock synchronized with server clock utilizing client clock including updating 
local server clock by establishing, resetting, and incrementing a refresh counter within 
client computer as described in stepwise method in claimed invention and displaying 
refresh counter along with data. 

The independent claims 27, and 35 are allowable over the prior art of record 
because none of the references either alone or in combination, discloses or renders 
obvious a computer readable medium for synchronizing client computer with server with 
instruction means for generating a local server clock synchronized with server clock 
utilizing client clock including instruction means for updating local server clock by 
establishing, resetting, and incrementing a refresh counter as described in stepwise 
method in claimed invention and means for displaying refresh counter along with data.
